The strangers rep- 
resented to him that they were merely advertising the wonderful remedy 
and asked him for permission to uie his name on a card which they were 
distributing. According to their statements they were not selling tfce goods 
from house to house but were merely; Informing the good people of Coshoc- 
ton where they could purchase a large, one dollar *ottle of the alluring elixir 
at the reduced price of fifty cents just to intppduee it. They left several bot- 
tles of the medicine with Mr. Smith and started out to' "advertise" but 
seemed to forget their promises and commenced selling the medicine 
at 


fifty cents per bottle. With each purchase they gave one of the cards bear- 
ing Mr. Smith's name, which would entitle the purchaser to another bottle at 
the same reduced rate. 


One of the oily tongued strangers was doing a thriving business and 


had canvassed a large part of the West End when he chanced to stop at Turn- 
key Decker's home on North Water street. When Mr. Decker learned the 
tale they were telling, he telephoned to Smith's store and found out the man 
was not authorized to sell the medicine. He placed the wily agent under 
arrest and took him before Mayor Rinner.

cum will probably never be known. 
With the exception of a brief search 
made about five minutes after the, 
shooting there has been no 
pro- 


nounced effort to discover the assas- 
sin. The town is quiet and it is next 
to impossible to get any one to talk. 
The correspondent has" been advised 
by a friend that it would be more than 
well for him to leave on the first 
train. The only words uttered by 
Marcum after he was shot were, "My 
God, they have killed me." 
The en- 


tire side of his face was badly powder 
burned. The peculiar feature about 
the murder is that no man has or will 
advance a theory about the shooting, 
nor as to the probable identity of the 
assassin. 


Deputy Sheriff B J. Ewen, who was 


standing beside Marcum, said that he 
ran at the sound of the first shot and 
did not see the person who fired the 
shot. Another gentleman who would 
not permit the use of his name says 
that Ewen told him he saw the man, 
knew who it was, but could not tell 
because his life would pay the forfeit.
